About Different Banners. 

The history of the American flag 
was made the principal topic of the 
Tuesday meeting of the Bala-Cyn- 
wyd-Narberth Rotary Club by 
Rev. Frank M. Gray, the speaker.

Library Has Book Telling of John 
eon's Hunting Adventures. 

Those who failed to see "Simba" at 
the Garrick may still have an oppor- 
tunity of enjoying with the Martin 
Johnsons the story of their biggame 
.hunt in Africa. The library has in the 
rental collection the book which re- 
lates their exploits. Instead of being 
•called "Simba" as it is on the films, it 
is named "Safari," which means in 
Swahili language, a journey, especially 
a hunting expedition, and the natives 
use the phrase "on safari," much as "on 
a hike" is used in this country.

Mr. Johnson's facts supported by the 
pictures convince his readers, as he 
himself was convinced, that lions do 
not molest men or men do not molest 
them. It was Mr. Carl Akeley to 
whose memorial the proceeds of the 
film are being devoted, who in his ef- 
forts to prove this belief to Mr. John- 
son, sought out and found a gathering 
place of lions in Tanganyika, and led 
the Johnsons there. And it was at this 
spot that they took the picture that has 
interested people perhaps more than 
any other the picture of 14 lions play- 
ing like so many little kittens. _ This 
story and the illustrations are in the 
hook with many others just as illumi- 
nating.

MERCHANTS GET NOTICE 



HIGHWAY REPORT 

Many Matters of Public Interest Are 
Considered. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee as read at the recent 
meeting of Council shows that the 
material affairs of the borough are 
receiving careful and prompt attention 
The notices on sidewalk repairs are 
being complied with and the Haverford 
avenue merchants are to receive addi- 
tional aid from the borough in remov- 
ing rubbish, etc., so as to prevent any 
such unsavory conditions as has re- 
cently been noted. The case of the 
brook from Sabine to Price avenues 
which overflowed in the recent heavy 
rain also receives consideration. The 
complete report follows: 

During the past month the members 
of this committee with Superintendent 
Suplee have inspected the sidewalks 
and curbs on all of the streets of the 
borough and, as a result, on June 1 
repair orders were served on 168 prop- 
erty owners and we are glad to be 
able to report many of these notices 
have been complied with, although the 
legal time therefor has not yet ex- 
pired. 

The heavy rain storm on the evening 
of the 9th instant, revealed that the 
manner in which the brook has been 
piped from Sabine to price avenues 
will be a constant menace to the prop- 
erty, convenience and possibly even to 
the' health of residents in that vicinity. 
Although this situation, as it now 
exists, is entirely inside private prop- 
erty lines, it is a safe prediction that 
the residents there will continually and 
quite naturally call on the borough 
officers whenever trouble develops and 
ultimately the assumption may grow 
up that the wiped brook is in fact a 
public instead of a private pipe line, it 
is our recommendation that this com- 
mittee should be authorized to use all 
the influence within its power to cause 
the developer of that property to 
remedy that condition now while he is 
still in fact and in ownership responsi- 
ble rather than to permit the situation 
to become further complicated by the 
sale of individual lots. 

At the suggestion of the Burgess 
and, acting in conjunction with the 
Water, Light and Health Committee, 
we have prepared and will serve soon 
a special notice on all of the store 
proprietors and managers in the Hav- 
erford avenue business district. This 
notice will offer additional co-operation 
in the removal of rubbish and will re- 
quire a better disposal of rubbish and 
garbage in order that the unsavory 
conditions recently existing there may 
be permanently removed and prevented 
in the future. * It is our understanding 
that the Burgess will use the police 
power drastically against all those who 
fail to comply. 

During the month of May, prior to 
the discontinuance of the winter col- 
lection schedule on the fourteenth, we 
collected 475 cubic yards of ashes and 
250 cubic yards of trash and rubbish. 
Also during the month we completed 
the Grayling avenue sewer extension; 
repaired the street intersections at 



Borough to Collect Refuse From 
Haverford Avenue. 

A notice was served jointedly 
last week by the Highway and 
Sewer and Water, Light and 
Health Committees of Council to 
Haverford avenue merchants rela- 
tive to the removal of rubbish and 
refuse from these places of busi- 
ness. 

The borough will co-operate by 
providing weekly collections for the 
Haverford avenue merchants and 
places of business in order to help 
prevent any such unsanitary and 
unsafe accumulations as have been 
the case in the past. Council be- 
lieves health and fire hazard exists. 

Rubbish will be collected from 
the sidewalks early on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday of each 
week ; while garbage and unsani- 
tary waste will be collected on Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday of 
each week from the rear of the 
places of business. 

The borough's orders concerning 
the use of proper receptacles and 
places for deposit must be carefully 
complied with. Merchants are 
warned that the burgess will use 
the police power to enforce these 
provisions if necessary.
